keep washing them. The only 

time I have ever seen Paul cry 
was when he learned that 
Einstein had died," she sakl. 

Einstein constantly used a 
German translation of the classic 
book. The Principal of Quantum 
Machanict, whk:h Dirac wrote in 
1930. MisB Margot Einstein, who 
still lives in the old family house 
in Princeton. NJ., tells of

"I first met Oppenheimer in 
Germany when we stayed 
together in the tame 

boardinghouse in Gottingen in 
1926. He was one of the few 
Americans who liked to walk," 

said Dirac. 

The Diracs spent four months 
at the University of Miami this 
year, while Dirac lectured at the 
University's Center for 
Theoretfcal Studies. In 1968 the 
Center awarded him the first 
Oppenheimer Memorial Prize for 
his pioneering work in physics. 

Dr. Behram Kursunoglu, a 
former student of Dirac's and 
now director of the Center, 
describes him as "a super human 
being. He does not know how to 
dislike anybody ... he works and 
thinks constantly." 

Dirac first came to the United 
States in 1929 and has traveled 
the country extensively, 
lecturing and studying at many 
of America's great universities. 
He has been a member of the 
Institute for Advanced Study in 
Princeton for many years and 
stays there frequently. 

The institute is a "pwadise" 
for scholars beceuse the staff 
takes great pains to make them 
comfortable. When Dirac's 
thoughtful walks through ^ 
surrounding woods were 
distracted by a noisy dog, the 
staff asked the owners to please 
keep the dog at home. 

"Unfortunately, Tallahassee 
seems to be full of dogs," said 
Dirac. "When I was walking 
home one evening a dog came up 
and bit me. I walk home a 
different way now-across a fieW 
of horses." 

Dirac's travels have taken him 
around the world, the first time 
in 1929 v»hen he traveled from 
California to Japan to deliver a 
series of lectures there. To 
return to England, he had to 
travel acrloss Siberia through 
Moscow. 

"I have been on the 
Trans-Siberian Railway twice; in 
those days it was the fastest 
route between Europe and the 
Orient. The sea journey took 
many weeks longer. The last 
time we went to India and the 
Far East; however, we went by 
sea. 

Last summer the Diracs spent 
the month of June at FlorWa 
State, then went to Italy to the 
International Center for 
Theoretical Physics at Trieste, 
returning to Tallahassee in 
September. 

In January they will return 
the University of Miami to sped 
the spring there, and probably 
spend the summer i' I'-^iy.

Functional architecture as an 
outlet for the expression of 
man's ideas and ideals is the 
prevalent theme taking shape in 
the moukled concrete structure 
that is to be the new Florida 
State United Methodist Chapel, 
to be known as the Chapel of the 
Upper Room. 

The church's form, structure, 
and nanw will auynent its 
two-fold purpose of encouraging 
and emphasizing a Christian 
community in the round and 

providing a utilitarian building 
where people can gather for 
more things than one worship 
service each week. 

Architect Vfctor Lundy of 
New York was asked to design a 
church which wouM emphasize 
community awarerwss »nd 
oneness. His response was this 
unusual design which has been 
compared to an ark from the 
exterior because of its sweeping 
hull-shaped walls, and to an 
arena from the intarktr because 
the tiered seating is centered 
around the alter. 

Yet there is tremerKtous 
honesty in its design, throughout 
which the form is true to the 
function. Where the wall stan 
curving, it does SO not only for 
design but primarily for 
providing an area for the inter ior 
tiered seating. Likewise, the 
buttresses which form the corner 
arms of the structure serve the 
utilitarian purpose of being 
stairwells. 

Throughout, this church cat 
be viewed only as a whole, 
emphasizing the community 



oneness by the oneneB of the 
structure. One architect has 
c^led the chapel an architectural 
monolith, being entirely made 
from reinforced concrete, except 
for the roof which displays a 
wooden oailina. 

Perhaps th« greatest 
expression of community 
oneness is found in the form of 
the interkir seating circling the 
altar area. The congregation, by 
facing one another, is conduced 
to self a wareness and personal 
dialogue rattwr than ralyini 
entirely on the minister to be 
the median of communKation. 

The seating arrangement will 
make it impossible for one not 
to see his fellow worshipper 
across the altar, thereby seeing 
God in his fellow man and his 
fellow man in God. 

This centrally placed aHar 
will express the ideal of the God 
who is in the community's 
mktst. rather than One who is 
against the wall of a nave. The 
altar will also be removable to 



aNow the buiMing to be used as 
a theatre for drama, dance, open 
forums and other important 
means of expresskm and 
ounmunicatton beskles worship 
The Chapel of the Upper 
Room expresses its hope in its 
name wMch recalls the event of 
tfia first Eucharist in the upper 
room of an inn. The spirit of 
Jesus' sharing of food, dialogue, 
and raconciliatkin in tint upper 
room is to be the goal of the 
community which is to be 
housed in this chapel. The 

life-fliving food of communion is 
to be tfiarad over the attar table, 
and interpersonal dialogue is to 
be shared by the worshippers in 
hopes of the reooncHietran of a 
black and white community of 
townspeople, faculty, staff and

February. The Revered Austp 
E. Hollady, Director -Minister of 
the Wesley Fourxiation, will 
serve as minister to the new 
congregation.

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Damage Done 

After his arrest for possession of marijuana. Chuck 
Sherman, FSU student body prandant, is in much the 
sMiw situation as was U.S. Sen. Cd wa rd Kennedy after the 
Cta^ipaquidick Island tragedy. 

Because both men are significant 
personalities-Sherman as student body president of a 
major university and Kennedy as a United States senator 
and surviving son of tlie oontioversiai Kannady 
famlly-4heir cases received extraordinary publicity. In the 
case of Sherman, what should have been worth no more 
than a brief mention in the Pensacola newspapers was 
picked up by the wire senrioes and carried n a tk ww wde . In 
the case of Kennedy, the story of an automobile accident 
with one fatality, ordinarily fair game only for 
Massachusetts newspapers, was carried wa ri dw k te. 

After Cliappaquidick Island, many people condemned 
everything Sen. Kennedy ever had done or stood for. After 
the arrest of Sherman last week, many people are 
condemning e vei'y thin g he ever did or stood for. "It turns 
out that Sherman was a kook all along," one student said 
after reading the Flanrfieau story of Sherman's arrest. The 
student, no doubt, expressed the sent i ment of many 
otiters. 

This is the nfiost tragic similarity in the controversies 
over Sherman and over Chappaquidick Island. Evarything 
accomplished in the past, r e g ar dl eas of iti s ig n ifi cance or 
merit, becomes suspect. 

Sherman has not been a "kook all akmg." fUs 
administration has shown initiative and a wHIi ngn e s s to 
respond to student desires and needs— more so than 
previous Student Government administrations. Student 
Government accomplishments under Shermen include: 
establishment of the Center for Participant Education, 
which has provided courses leaning to tiie left as well as 
the right; initietion of a lawsuit on behalf of the Young 
Socialists Alliance, an attempt to revise the university's 
outdated recognition-non-recognition system; 
establishment of a day-care center; and concerted efforts 
to bring speakers of divergent viewpoints to campus, 
including, on the one hand, Abbie Hoffman, and, on the 
other, John Rudd, Leon County prosecutor. 

These accomplishments are far from those of an 
administration headed by a kook. But lhay an Sttipeet 
because of Sherman's arrest. 

His errest hes bed other repercusskms. It has, no doubt, 
embarrassed the university in some quarters, especially 
among nnembers of the Board of Regents and the State 
Legislature. But any adverse reectkm from the Regents or 
Legislature is tempered somewhat by the view of such 
reputable authorities as former U.S. Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark that the use of marijuana should be 
legaHzad-that what Sher m a n is aoeuaad of dokig Isnt such 
a crime. 

In addition, Sherman's arrest has made doubtful the 
election in the near future of another student body 
president whom hair is a bit king and whose poMtieal views 
are a bit to the left. 

The consenitis after much discwikm of San. Kennedy's 
action at Chappaquidick Island is that Kennedy showed a 
lack of discretion whetfier he was driving when he had had 
too much to drink, or unavoidably swerved off the road 
and then panicked, or whatever. 

Sherman's arrest not only undermined what he has 
accomplished, but the accomplishments of others working 
for the same goals. Sherman must set to work now to- 
repair the d an wga ai dkiSen. Kmmmtf.

The Nixon Doctrine and its 
plans for a new took in 
American foreign raietions is 
now two years oW and deaerves 

close scrutiny 

In February of last year, Mr. 
Nixon sent to the Omgrw a $2 
bHiion foreign aid package. It 
provfctad for many forms of 
mUitary assistance that were in 
keeping wiih the Doctrina, 
de-emphailied direct 
mvolvefmnt by Unitsd 
forces. 

Also in keeping with the 

Doctrine, Mr. Nixon proposed 

his Mkldle East peace formula. 

However, that has not Quite 

worked out Before the 

grandkKe plan, the Middle East 

kMfcad like this: Egypt was 

being supplied haevily with new 

military hardware from Russia. 

RusMa was sending new and 

sophisticated missiles but 

because of daily Israeli rakts 

aaoss the canat, tfiey ware not 

installed. 

During this period, the 

United States maintained the 

position that the belance of 

power in the Middle East, while 

thraetened, was not dattroyed 

by the massive Soviet arms 

shipments. 

Mr. Nixon's cease fire plan 

erided all speculation on whether 

or not there %Naa an imbalanoe of 

power in the Mkldle East. With 

some pretty nifty arm-twisting, 
the United States prevailed upon 
Israel to accept a cease-fire 
without inspection and based on 
good faith only. The result was 
predkrlable; withki 48 hours, the 
Egyptians had moved Russian 
missiles into place which it couU 
not have done if the ceassfln 
had not been in effect.

was oosttv- Last week, Mr. 

Nixon announced another 
supplementary aid bill of $1 
Milion; o«er one^wH off itwt 
amount to go to Israel to 
"restore the balance of power in 
tfM Middle East." The gr«M plan 
is still in effect but peace is no 
nearer now than before and with 
the shakey cease-fire, one 
wonders if it ever will come.

Nothing will do that 
quKker than the mothballing of 
a phony doctrine.

Finally, there was the air-raid 
on North Vietnam.

Holiday Death Toll 

Final figures Monday shOMWd 629 Americans died in traffic 

accidents during the four-day Thanksgiving holiday, a figure well below 
pre-holiday estimates of the death toll by the National Safety Council. 

The council had predicted 670 to 770 persons would be killed on 
highways during the peak travel period that extended from 6 p.m. local 
time Wednesday to midnight Sunday. 

The lower holiday period death toll is in line with a year-long trend 
of fewer highway deaths-even thou|^ there are 3.8 million more cars 
on the road and 3 million more jicenaed drivers, a safety council 
spokesman said. 

1970 Census Completed 

WASHINGTON-After checking and double checkmg, the Census 

Bureau reported Monday that the 1970 U.S. population was 
204,765,770-a gain of 25 million over 1960 which will require the 
reshuffling of congressional seats in 14 states. 

The decade's gain of 25,442,595 Americans was second only to the 
28 million gained in 1950-60. But on a percentage basis, the 13.3 
percent increase was the second towest since the .7.3 percent gain of 9 
million in 1930-40. 

The population gain, combined with population shifts, meant that 
five states will gain representation in the House of ReprenfltativeSk 
while nine others will lose representation. 

California, the biggest gainer in population, will add five House seats. 
Florida will get three mwe and Arizona, Cok)rado and Texas wiiN gain 
one each.

CAPE KENNEDY-An Atlas Centaur rocket was primed for the 
launch late Monday of the world's most powerful space telescope in an 
$83 million effort to give astronomers their sharpen kwk at the 

universe. 

The countdown moved smoothly toward a 5:30 p.m. EST blastoff. 

The 4,680-pound Stargazer, third of four OrtNting Astronomical 
Observatories (OAO), carried a 38-inch diameter telescope that wHI 
took at stars that heretofore have been very faint to astronomers. 
Astronomer Albert Bogess said its primary (rtiiective wiN be to study 
stellar evolution.

Dirac Modest About Achievements 



(Editor's Notet TlMfoUowini 
is the last of ■ tkfW pMt mtIm 

on Dr. Paul A. M. Dirac, a NoM 
Pri2e winner in physics. Dr. 
Dirac is currently a visiting 
diitinguished professor at 
Florida State.)

Dr. Paul Dirac is extremely 
modest whan aaicad to xa\k 
about his own uoniributiona to 
the field of physics. On the 
subject of the development of 
quantum mcdianicc, ha 
commented, "In those days the 
sulqect was so open and only a 
Iwtdful of paepte wara e n ga a ad 
in such studies; it was eaiiar to 
develop ideas than now. 



"It was pure chance that I 
discovered the correct way to 
combine Einstems theory of 
relativity with the new wave and 
matrix mechanics of 
Schroedinger and Heisenberg. 
Anyone could have done it." 

Hit tolutionito the problem 
resulted In an elegant equation 
now known to all physicists as 
the Dirac equation. Dirac 
himself, however, always refers 
to it as the "relativistic wave 
equation for spin one4ialf 
pvticles. 

A further consequence of his 
ItMory was the existence of 
nogMive energy solutions to the 
oquMions. Dirac believed that 



these negative energy states 
perhaps would correspond to the 
existenoe of anti-particles and, 
sure enough, shortly after the 
prediction was made, the first of 
the anti-particles, the 
"anti-electron," was discovered 
in the cosmic radiation. 

There is now even speculation 
that regions of the universe may 
be buiK up of anti-matter and its 
properties are such that, if 
sometime in the future, the 
United States should send a 
space probe made of matter 
from earth into such a region of 
space, it would be completely 
annihilated in a violent 
explosion. 



In 1931, Dirac also 
postulated the existenoe of the 
isolatad magnetic pole and he 

refined this idea of a 
"moiKipole" in 1948. Everyone 
is familiar with the fact that all 

magnets have two poles— a north 
one and a south one, but Dirac s 
equttions showed that if a single 
magnetic pole did exist, it would 
explain in a natural way why the 
electronic charge is quantitized— 
a phenomenon tfiat has puzzled 
scientists for decade s . 

The search for the Dirac 
iTwnopole is now going on and 
perhaps the best chance for its 
discovery will be in a series of 
experiments planned to take 



plaoe when the great new "atom 
smasher" is completed at the 
National Accelerator Labor a tory 
outside Chicago some two years 
from now. In the n«antime, 
adentists from NASA have been 
looking through the lunar rocks 
brought back by the ApoHo 
miKion to aa if ihay contain 
any monopolas. 

Another of Oirac's pet 
theories concerns the origin of 
the universe and the fact that 
the gravitational constant may 
be changing slowly with time. 
This is also under invoctigation 
by exparimaiitiiiitt aiound tlM 
world.

In May. 1970 a Goya valued 
at $350 and Durer valued at 
$800 were stolen from the 
London Grafica exhibit at FSU.

During the October opening 
of the FSU art gallery, a Braque 
lithograph valued at $1,200 
was stolen from the gallery.

Sit-in At 
Westcott?

Members of the Student 
Mobilization Committee (SMC) 
plan to hold a sit-in at 3 p.m. in 
Westcott if Presklent Stanley 
Marshall refuses to reverse the 
suspensions of eight students 
involved in the demonstration 
protesting Marine recruiting on 
campus. 

SMC mem b er s plan to meet 
with Marshall at 10 a.m. to offer 
a final plea to gain reversal of 
tfw decision of the University 
Committee on Student Conduct 
suspending the eight students. 
The SMC will inform Marshall of 
the sit-in if he does not reverse 
the Committee's verdict. 

Plans for the sit-in were 
discussed at Monday's SMC 
meeting. Possible courses of 
action were discussed in the 
event administrative officials 
should try to evfct from 
Westcott the students taking 
part in the sit-in. 

Gerard Fowler, dean of 
disciplinary and judicial affairs, 
stated that the students involved 
in the sit-in wouM be subject to 
suspension. If suspensions were 
made, said Fowler, the students 
wouM be subject to arrest for 
trespassing, as they would not be 
students. 

Fowler said the students who 
have already been suspended 
woukJ probably be expelled 
from the University if they 
participated in the sit-in. 

A rally is scheduled to begin 
at 2:30 p.m. on Landis Green 
followed by a march around 
campus to gain support for the 
sit-in. Students will then proceed 
to Westcott for the sitnn.

President J. Stanley Marshall 
will speak indivMuaHy with any 
of the twelve students recently 
charged with disrupting the 
activities of Bryan Hall on Sept. 
28, Vice President for Student 
Affairs Robert Kimmel saki in a 
special letter to the Ftanbaau 
yesterday. 

Marshall will talk with the 
students by appointment on 
Dec. 2, 3, and 4 about any 
special circumstances v»hfch the 
students believe should be 
considered before the final 
decision concerning the appeals. 
Student Defender John Antoon 
may accompany the students if 
they wish, Kimmel said. 

Kimmel stated as the purpose 
of his letter to the Flambeau the 
clarification of the many 
comments about the suspension, 
trial and appeal that he has 
received. In addition to his 
statement concerning Marshall, 
Kimmel outlined in *e letter 
the rules and legal procedures 
involved in charging the twelve 
students and bringing them to 
trial. 

Kimmel cited time as the 
primary factor resulting in the 
controversial decision to hold 
the hearings in groups of four 
students per session. Each 
student was initially scheduled 
for an indivkfual hearing. 
Kimmel said. 

Kimmel said that the cases 
were originally referred to the 
Honor Court. The Chief Judge 
ruled that he had jurisdictton 
only over the penal and honor 
codes, not the Rights and 
Responsibilities section of the 
Pow Wow, and the cases 
were then referred to the 
University Committee on 
Student Conduct, consisting of 
twelve members evenly divWed 
betweenlsaMdanti aed tfaoitey. 



The three-man panels were 
then selected by lot, wnth the 
stipulation that no more than 
two members of one panel couk) 

come from the student or 
faculty ^oup of the committee. 

Kimmel pointed out that 
each of the panels contained one 
student who had signed a 
petition which stated that the 
Students should be reinstated in 
the university and ttwt all 
charges shouM be dropped.

Youth And Nixon 



"Let me make one thing 
perfectly deer. ' We all know 
whose words theie are. A 
statement of alntXMt equal fame 
is Nixon's "I have faith in the 
youth <a this country." How 
much arfMtanoe is tlwre in this 
often<epeat«d phraee? 

The youth have been crying 
for an end to the war in 
Vietnam. Richard Nixon has a 
polwy to and the war. This 
program he calls "Vietnamiza- 
tion." The fact that even when 
"Vi e t namiiatto n" is completed, 
up to 250,000 Amercan troops 
will renwin in Vietnam is a fact 
rwt often mentioned. 

The youth aMa rt ed their 
disapproval of the Cambodian 
invasion; fortunately the 
ooneaquances of this temporary 
expansion were notdisBStrous,as 
they COuM have been. Recently 
the administration authorized 
the bombitig and raidbig of 
North Vietnam in an alleged 
attempt to rescue American 
prisonars of wiar. The effects of 

this recent move could prove to 
be extremely counterproductive 
in terms of moving the war to a 
swifter conchjskMi. What kind of 
faith does this represent? Faith 
that the youth and the people of 
this country can be duped? 

In 1969, Nixon saM he wouW 
not be moved by the November 
15th moratorkim on Vietnam. 
Although 500,000 or more 
students traveled to Washington 
to display their attitude towards 
the Vietnam War, Nfoion turned 
a cold shriuldf?r and refused to 
recognize the presence of this 
force. Foreign policy will not be 
decided in the streets, 
said he. Last year, in 
the spring, when students went 
to Washington to protest the 
invasion of CamblMlia, Presidem 
Nixon, after sperxling what was 
termed a "vexed night," spoke 
to students early in the morning. 
In a display of faith, Nixon 
spoke about such pertinent 
topics as the foottiall fortunes of 
die students' respective achaeit. 



In the wake of the Kent State 
crisis, Nixon appointed a 
j e w mit we to i n ve stig s te itudem 
disorder The committee 
submitted a report unfavorable 
to the administration and urged 
President Nixon to keep quiet 
and to pay more attention to the 
students and their proposals. 
Spiro Agnew was ouuagad; he 
condemned the report before he 
even read it Nixon chose to 
ignore die report. Another 
example of faith. 

What of the students' status' 
Students receiving federal aid 
can no longer protest vMiout 

feering loss of their scholarships. 
The "law and order" issue has 
become a nifty mea ns of labeling 
young protestors as "anarchists 
bent on destroying the tiackbone 
of this ooun»y. Tha percentage 
of students who fit this 
convenient stereotype are few. 
Uatanirtg to the administration, 
it is difficult not to believe that 
Nixon and his boys are 
f pOWi b le for much of the 
stereotyping and ttte oonaaquam 
polarization in praaant-day 
America. If Nixon desired, he 
couM clarify the miainder- 
fltWNfing: he chooses, howavar, 
to magnify its extent 

There are those who wil 
argue that RhShard Nixon does 
indeed have faith in tfie 
country's youth ar>d will cite his 
recent endorsamam of die 
18-yeer-old vote as proof. A 
twief look is enough to discredit 
this preposterous claim. Nixon 
said that although he stands in 
favor of the IB-yaar-old vote, 
the present bill may be 
unconstitutional. (It has not 
proved to be, at least not at the 
present time.) Therefore, the bill 
shouM tw introduced as an 
a me n dment to be submitted to a 
referendum of the states. It is 
not likely that 75 percent of the 
states wouk! pass the proposal 
and no one is more aware of thif, 
than Richard Nixon. The faith 
of a trnkster.

Richard Nixon's faith can 
best be summarized by P T. 
Barnum's famous maxim, 
•There a sucker born every 
Tiinute." Pwhaps Nixon never 
read what Lincoln had to nf^P' 
this being, "It is true that yo. 
may fool all of *e people some 
of the time; you can even for 
some of the people all of ti 
time: but you can't fool all < 
the people all of ti<e time.

Admiiistiation Disregards Students 



To the Editor: 

During the pest yaar and a 

half it has become increasingly 
obvious to me that the 
adnrinlMratien «Mi the Board of 
1 have little regard for the 
(academic, financial, etc.) 
and rights of studenli. For a 
time I believed that the 
administration and the BOR 
were meraiy raiponding to a 
punitive state legislature and 
were not deliberately indifferent 
to their reason for being. iA. 
students. A aiccesMon of large 
and small events has changed my 
mind. 

First, the administratnn, 
with the corroboratmn of the 
BOR. imposed on the student 
body e charge for M maior 
athletic events. This was done 
during the summer when most 
students were away and after the 
administration had airaady taken 
a record $190,000 from the 
student activities fee budget for 
attttatics. TMs was an act of 
caiculatad bed faith and Coach 
Pete wonden why students 



don't turn out like they used to, 
even when FSU tod leas 

successful seasons. It's just not 
as easy to identify with the team 
any more. Coach. 

Second, the administration 
refused last year to provide the 
Chaplain's OfRoe. the only raaHy 
student-oriented program 
associated with the 
administration, with funds 
needed for basic office repairs. 
The Student Senate provided the 
funds. 

Third, the administration has 
been quite wiliing, evidently, to 
allow the scholarship houses to 
deteriorate indefinitely. Last 
spri ng the Student Senate finally 
provided the houses wHh money 
($1,300) for repain. 

Fourth, the BOR decided thb 
fall to charge students 25 cents a 
day for overdue book^ even 
though statistics show that fine 
rates are not positively 
asoctatad with book return 
rates, and even though FSU's 
head librarian wrote a letter to 
the BOR discouraging such an 



Faculty Caucus Asks 
Leniency For Twelve' 



(Editor's note: The following 
letter was sent to Preiident 
Stanley Marshall by the Faculty 
Action Caucus, sUting thair 
beliefi conceminf the tu^Meded 
students.) 

Dear President Marshall: 

We are writing you in the 
hope that you will oomidar 
some of our ooncams as you 
hear the appeals of the students 
convicted for their activities in 
oof^uncdon with the events 
which recently transpired at 
Bryan Hall. We feel that in view 
of the circumstanoes and 
considerations presented below 
the penalties applied to the 
students should be ies than 
those recommended by the 
Student Conduct Committee in 
a number of cases. We hope tliat 
you will not suspend any of the 
students. 

As we began this academic 
year, it was made deer that this 
univer»ty would not tolorata 
disruptive conduct on the part 
of students and that conduct 
previously tolerated nii^it no 
longer be allowed. As these new 
ground rules were applied, the 
term "disruption" would be 
defined, as well as the limits to 
be placed on student dissent. 
The students in the Bryan Han 
incident were the first to feel the 
application of these new ground 
rules and were unsure of tfie 
kind of dissent which «vould be 
permitted. Subsecjtjent events 
have shown that the 
administration deems the acts 
committed in Bryan Hall were 
disruptive, and this decision was 
upheld in a number of cases by 
the Student Conduct 
Committee. We believe that the 
uncertainty about wfiat kinds of 
dissent would be tolerated is 
grounds for leniency in dealing 
with this first group of students. 

We are also concerned about 
the severity of the sentences in 



the context of the kinds of 
penalties twhich have bean 
applied when other university 
rules and regulations have been 
violated. It appears thet cases 
involving physical harm by one 
student on another and involvir>g 
theft have resulted in 
p u nirttment being applied at the 

level of reprimand or work 
hours. In this case, where no 
person was infurad or property 
damaged and wherein the entire 
event lasted for only a matter of 
minutes, students may be 
suspended— which is the second 
most severe penalty available. In 
some caaes, this can causae loss 
of financial support, the cost of 
attending Florida State 
University for a quarter with no 
academic credit, and an offense 
to be listed on the record of a 
student which can be most 
damaging in his subsequent 
career. It seems that suapenaion 
is too serious a penalty for the 
offense committed. 

We must be very careful in 
juding these students so that we 
do not, even subconsciouriy, 
SMSBny mem witn onrufXnW 
students around the country 
who have injured people, 
destroyed property, and 
disrupted large segments of a 
university's functions for long 
periods of time. Clearly, we 
must not altow Florkla State 
University to be disrupted in this 
manner. On the other hand, we 
must not treat our students who 
dissent as if thev had committed 

such crimes when, in fact, their 
protests have taken a very mild 



For these reasons, I hope you 
will see fit to reduce the 
penalties applied to these 
students and in particular those 
involving suspensions.

Sixth, the administration and 
the BOR aaem to have decided 
that p eace f ul dissent should 
baoome a relic of the past. 
Suspend 12 or so dissenters, as 
many identifiable leaders as 
possible included, and you just 
might turn those «vho would 
diaent into sNnparing, mindless 
ciphers who'H never dare suggest 
that the U.S., with its 
university-developed weapons, 
has disrupted the orderly 
piuceiei of North and South 
Vietnam, Laos, Cambodia, and 
the Dominican Republic. 

Seventh instead of increasing 
Student parking space, the 
administration is evidenti, 
determined to restrict such space 
to die point that all students will 
be paricing as far away as 
Campbell Stadium 

Eighth, the administration is. 
presently et leest, unwilling to 
fund a day care center, which 
WOuU assist not only underpaid 
Staff em p loyee s but would also 

provide students m t^ucation, 
psychology, social work and 
otftar disciplines with soitw 
valuable professional 
experiences. 

Finally, the administration 
callously allowed students to 
sign year long contracts for 
residerKe m OeGraff Hall, 
without informing them of 
k>ng.developed plans to turn the 
building over to the School o* 
Nursing (whch, indeed, does 
need a building) at midyear 
This isn't just careless planning, 
it's calculated exploitation 

I don't claim absolute 
knowledge of all these 
davetopmants and I would be 
happy to be informed further 
concerning them. As it is, 
discussions of these matters 
among students and between 
students and fhp administration 
should begin minus the 
bureaucrateze. claptrap 
terminology the administration 
traditionally uses to smother reai 
dialogue. 

It may be that the only real 
altemative students have is to 
establish our own 
semi-autonomous academic and 
social community relativeiv ^'^ 
of the whims of the 
administration. I think that the 
Canter for Parttelpant Education 
and the devekjping Student 
Government-sponsored food am 
book ashop are steps in the 
direction of such a participatory, 
self-sustaining community 
These are steps that could be 
lengthened with the cooperative 
of friendly faculty

Day Care Center Seeks Support

The executive board of the 

proposed FSU Day Care Center 
will meet with Paul Craia, vice 
president of student affairs, on 
Dec. 1 1 to determine how much 
university support the project 
can expect to recalwa for winter 

quarter, according to Center 
ce chairman Chris Polivka. 
The eneoumar forms the 
antithesis of months of hard 
work of the originators of the 
Center and the high hopes of 
non academic university 
-iployees earning close to 
300 per year, vvho must find 



day care for their children as 
best they can afford. 

The administration has thus 
far concentrated its refusal to 
fund the project on grounds that 
it may not be academically 
relevant, said Mrs. Polivka. 

Last summer, however, the 
Center staged a pHot run for 26 
disadvantaged children of 
non-academic employees with 
funds provided by Student 
Government. 

The chil(ken had previously 
been placed in high risk 
situations, Mrs. Polivka said, 
because their parents simply had 
no alte rnatives. 



She cited as an example one 
employee who had been forced 
to leave her four children with a 

blind aunt in Quincy, a mile 
from the nearest telephone. 

"Hi^ ride situations like that 
are bad enough, but to be 
completely disadvantaged as well 
is too far," she said. "The 
university has to accept the 
responsibility for that." 

Academic relevance of the 
summer project was 
demonstrated by its documented 
success. 

"We had evaluations from 
TTT (Trainers of Teacher 
Trainers), a regional group that 



spent some time with our Day 

Care Center this summer," said 
Mrs. Polivka. "They were 
extremely favorable in their 
reports. 

"Dr. Nancy Douglas of the 
Department of Early Childhood 
Education was able to certify 
eight of her students through 
this project," she said. 

Other students working with 
the program through Directed 
Independent Study "indicated 
that they really wished they had 
had this experience before," she 
added. 

"With very, very good 
evaluations we asked Dr. 




Marshall if he could contribute 
at least partial university funding 
in fall quarter," she said. 

"We weren't able to receive 
any funding from the 
administration, and so we went 
to state and federal a genc i es for 
financial help." 

These sources indicated 
interest in the Center, but 
required that the university 
generate some tangible support 
before they themselves coukJ 
help, she said.

WASHINGTON (UPt)-ln a 
'Stunning reversal of sentiment, 
the Senate voted 52 to 41 
Thursday to halt devetopman t of 
'hp giant Supersonic Transport 
plane SST, cornerstone of the 
United States' bid to nwintain 
its ■superiority in world aviation. 

Today the environmental 
«aje has oorm of age." said Sen. 
Gay lord Nelson, D-Wis., after 
the vote that saw 23 senators, 
including assistant GOP Leader 
Robert P. Griffin and 1 1 other 
Republicans, swing over to the 
side of SST opponents. 

Despite earlier concessions 
<rom SST su|)porMni,th« Senate 
"oted to deny President Nixon's 
request for a third installment of 



$290 million to devetop and test 
fly two prototypes of the 1 J0O 
mile per hour craft. 

Congress already has 
appropriated nearly S700 
miNion toward the $1.3 billion 
cost of putting the plane into 
the air. Last year's Senate vote 
was 58 to 22 in favor of 
continued devetopment 

The House approved the full 
$290 million request, and a 
House-Senate conference 
committee will now decide how 
much-if any-money to 
' recommend.

Responsible Government 
Chartered As Watch-dog

The Foundation for the 
Study of Responsible 
Government (FSRG), a 
non-partisan organization 
designed to act as a government 
watchdog, has recently been 
chartered. 

Banks B. Vest, president of 
the organization and a professor 
of geography at Tallahassee 
Community College, described 
the activities of the group and 
outlined its past accomplish- 
ments and goals for the future. 

Besides Vest, officers are 
Raymond McGuire, vice 
president: J. Michael Shea, 
secretary; and David Rasmussen, 
treasurer. 

Prominent among the 
activities of the FSRG have been 
the suits filed against Jack 
Eckerd, recent candidate for 
governor, and Fred Schultz, 
recent candidate for U.S. Senate, 
for overspending in the 1970 
campaigns. Both these suits 
failed, proving. Vest said, that 
the laws regulating campaigns 
are unenforceable. 

Vest recently visited Ralph 
Nader and the staff of the Public 
Interest Research Group, with 
whom Vest shares a concern 
about the injustices of ad 
valorem taxes. Vest describes 
this tax system as one where the 
average taxpayer subsidizes the 
public officials and business 
enterprises in his area. Nader 
might aid the FSRG in its efforts 
to correct this situation. Vest 
said. 



Other investigations 
underway by the Foundation 
Include the collusion amorig 
public officials, favoritism in the 
awarding of state contracts, and 
incidences of outright 
corruption by state officials. 

The structure of the FSRG is 
outlined in an information sheet 
published by the foundation. 
The purposes of the non-profit 
organization are expressed as 
being to increase the 
effectiveness and vitality of the 
government at all levels, to 
promote public concern, to 
promote public participation in 
the everyday affairs of 
government, to monitor the 
actions of the government, and 
to sponsor and conduct research 
concerning procedures and 
activities of government. 

Acfording to the information 

sheet, specific methods used in 
the exposition of unethical 
and/or iltegal activities will 



include the establishment of an 
information system. Information 
compiled from various sources 
will be placed in the 
computerized system whteh will 
contain information about 
25,000 persons connected with 
government in some regard. This 
information system will be used 
to monitor daily activities of 
government agencies and public 
officials. 

Financial resources for the 
Foundation include the proceeds 
from the sale of memberships. 
Any amount donated registers a 
citizen as a member. 

The core of the FSRG will be 
formed by a cadre of 
professionals in all areas 
throughout Florida. Students 
who are wilting to work as 
volunteers or at cost in the 
research of the foundation will 
be of assistance to the group.

The first incident could have been avoided posstMy if it 

is true. The teachers could have, imtaad of promising a 
particular grade, given extra credit to students in the form 
of extra points or in place of a quiz. 

The second incident is to be entirelycoiKlemned. No 
student wants to sit in fear of reprimand for his work 
before the entire dass. If a teacher wishes to correct a 
student, a more suitable solution would be a private 
conference with constructive criticism. 

What avenues the administration will follow, if any, are 
questionable. Guilty professors could possibly be fired if 
the inddenti reeched significant proportion s , hi the long 
run, the students wiH be iNBt.

Project 613, Central Paradise, 
or simply "613" is an operation 
geared to helping solve the drug 
problem in Tallahassee and the 
surrounding area. 

Conceiwd and operated by 
youths themsehtes, 613 provides 
the bad tripper and the hard 
drug user a place where he or she 
can nNc to people who have 
gone through like experiences. 

According to a memt)er of 
the 613 staff, "Originallv the 
impetus for 613 was complaints 
from a large number of local and 
coliege people about the poor 
attitudes which prevail at both 
Tallahassee Memorial Hospital 
(TMH) and the FSU Health 
Center toward drug users. 

"People who were having a 
bad trip would go to TMH or the 
infirmary and get treated with 
an attitude of oonttmpt and in 
some cases outright hostility, 
which only increases the trauma 
of the drug experience. 

"Some of these obstacles to 
treatment can be corrected and 
some cannot. There is more to 
understanding the youth drug 
culture than simply medical 
competence. The gap is medical, 
social, age-oriented and 
psychological," the staff 
member said

This year's research grant 
from the Atomic Energy 
Commission was for $634,000, 
bring the total received since

the Atomic Energy Commission, 
in a time when most research 
funds are being reduced, is clear 
evidence of the high regard in 
which this institute is held in 
international scientific circles.

Dr. Kaiha is internationally 
known for his research in 
molecular spect r oscopy and 
singlet oxygen excitation. He has 
tJeen at Florida State 20 years 
and WH namad DisthiguWiad 
Professor of the Year in 1962. 

Dr. Mandelkern has been 
named a member of the institute 
research staff and a professor of 
hemistry since 1962. He has an 
international reputation for his 
research in the polymerization 
of macro-molecules. 

The long-term mi«ion of 



institute is to try to understand 

the nature of radiation damage 
in living systems, with the 
poalble role of effecting control 
of radiation damage. Numerous 
international symposiums have 
featured research work done by 
members of the institute and the 
scientific publications of its 
researchers are widely 
recognized. 

The staff of the institute 
totals 160, including 14 
professors, 75 graduate students 
and 30 post-doctoral fellows. 
More than 100 scientific papers 
are published by students and 
faculty each year. 

Dr Kasha said many students 
who have received their graduate 
degrees or post-doctoral training 

at the institute have been placed 
in substantial positions 
nationally. Many foreign 
students have been attracted to 



work with faculty members of 
the institute. 

The research work of the 
Institute of Molecular 
Biophysics covers some 14 
fieMs, ranging from molecular 

genetics, developmental biology, 
virology and sensory biophysics 
to studies in macro-molecular 
properties and molecular 
spectroscopic phenomena 
related to btophysical systems. 

Numerous discoveries of a 

detailed kind in the institute's 
work offer important steps 
toward the understwiding of 
biological phenomena and 
radiation biological phenomena 
on the molecular scale.

In a statement released to the 
Flambeau Sunday, the 
suspended students said, 'This 
verdict shouM not be kMked- 
upon as an act of justice, but as 



an act of intimidation It is not 
an action which punishes people 
for disrupting tfie orderly 
purposes of the universiiv. but 
rather it is a punishment for 
being against the war. 

"This is not the end, either of 
the antiwar movement or 
student dissent at FSU. Rather, 
it is a beginning, because only 
those who understand the nature 
of the power that controls their 
lives can ever hope to struggle 
against it," the statement said.

President J. Stanley Marshall

Visits For Leon Jail

A program of student 
visitation to the Leon County 
Jail has been set up for next 
quarter by Secretary of 
Community Affairs Bob 
Gordon. 

"This program serves a 
two-fold purpose -it gives the 
prisoners the contact with the 
outside worW that they so 
desperately need for 
rehabilitation, and it gives the 
student an opportunity to learn 
ebout the realities of modem 
corrections," said Gordon. 

'The inmates of the Leon 
County Jail don't lack the 
necessities of life-food, shelter 
or ctothing. They do lack 
outside outlets to combat the 



boredom that is inherent in 
confinement. This program tries 
to combat that boredom by 
providing reading material and 
conversation through weekly 
visits," said Gordon. 

Gordon added that rates of 
recWivism-retuming to prison 
after release because of another 
offense-are lower for prisoners 
who have regular outside 
contacts to look forward to. 

Visits wiH be made on 
Wednesdays and Sundays from 2 
to 4 p-m. and car pools are being 
up to provkle transportation 

to students who need it.

Rights and Responsibilities of 
Students at Florida State: 

(1) II, 4a(2), deliberately 
impeding or interfering with the 
righte of others to enter, use or 
leave any university facility, 
service or scheduled activity; 

(2) II, 4a(3), deliberate 
interference with members of 
the university community in 
carrying out their normal 
functions or duties; 

(3) II, 4b(1), failure to 
comply with directions or orders 
of a duly designated officer or 
agent of the university. 

Bill Boyd, Norman low, Ed 
Archer and Dave Bouffard, who 
were found guilty on all three 
charges, were assessed immediate 
suspension for the remainder of 
fall quarter with administrative 
probation for two years or umil 
graduation, vKhichever is less, by 
the conduct panel. 

After review of their cases 
and personal conferences, 
Marshall has changed the 
immediate suspenskw to winter 
quarter and confirmed the 
administrative probation. 
"Inasmuch as the students have 
invested considerable time and 
effort in their studies for the fall 
quarter, it seems fairer to change 
the suspensions," Marshall said. 

Found guilty only on charges 
one and two. Jack Lieberman, 
Seth Rose, Arthur Williams and 
Walter Upton were gi*«n 
suspension during the winter 
quarter by the conduct panel 
with the reoommendatton that 
the penalty not be executed. 
They were also given 
administrative probation as long 



as they remain enrolled in the 
university. 

On the first charge, other 
stipulations attached to the 
penalties included inability to 
represent the university in any 
official function at FSU, 
inability to hold office prior to 
Sept. 16, 1971, and expulaon if 
the defendants are convicted of 
any violation of probation or 
restrictions. The third charge 
penalty included probation for 
two years or until graduation, 
whichever is less, with inability 
to represent the university in 
any official function. 

Saying he found no basis for 
the students to not be suspended 
during the winter quater, 
Marshall has asked that their 
suspensions be put into effect. 
He further confirmed the 
administrative probation with 
restrictions. 

However, Marshall was in 
disagreement with the 
recommendation that a student 
be automatically expelled for 
conviction of any violation of 
probation. "Future acts shouW 
be viewed independently and 
not preiudged," he said. 

In the third charge conviction 
of Robert Hornyak, Marshall 
repeated his conviction that a 
student shooW not be expelled 
for conviction on a violation of 
probation without trial but 
confirmed the administrative 
probatton for one year or until 
graduaton.
